COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Keene, N. H., May 1, 1888. 
To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 


The annual reports of the financial condition and business 
affairs of the county under the supervision of the County 
Commissioners, together with the reports of the other county 
officers relative to their respective official business, for the 
year ending April 80, 1888, are herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted : 


FINANCE. 


The net indebtedness of the county is $29,649.59, a de- 
crease of $5,809.87 since April 30, 1887. Outstanding 
notes to the amount of $10,000 have been taken up during 
the year, leaving the interest bearing debt of the county 
$30,000. 

No extraordinary expense has been incurred in connection 
with any of the county buildings. All needed repairs have 
been made, but the expense has been comparatively small. 
The ordinary expenses of the county compare favorably 
with previous years. 

Among the items of current expenses are some $2,000, 
paid in settlement of a disputed claim for the support of a 
pauper, by the town of Jaffrey, of some years standing, and 
for other outstanding bills due at the commencement of the 
fiscal year. There has been a number of expensive cases 
among the outside poor who could not be taken to the county 
farm, which has made the cost of the outside poor exception- 
ally large, otherwise these expenses have been about the 
same as in previous years. 
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COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


The expenditures for the year have been $5,429.21 as 
against $5,850.99 the year before. The crop and stock pro- 
ducts for the year present a favorable showing, being in the 
ageregate about the same as last year. 

The institution has remained under the efficient superin- 
tendence of Mr. and Mrs. Whitman, whose services have 
been highly acceptable to the commissioners, and, we think, 
to the public and inmates, also. We feel assured that under 
their care the institution has been made a home for the un- 
fortunate poor, and that this class should more properly look 
upon it with favor than with the aversion which, in too many 
cases, they have towards it. The county has furnished this 
home for them, has supplied it with all necessary comforts, 
has made it more truly a home for them than can usually 
be furnished in private families, and the poor and their 
friends should cheerfully and gratefully accept it as a wise 
and generous provision for their wants. 


JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The total expenditures of this institution have been 
$3,013.21 for the past year. About $700.00 of this sum 
has been expended for additions, improvements and for wood 
now on hand, leaving about $2,300.00 as the cost of keeping 
the prisoners and convicts for the year. One hundred cords 
of wood, costing $341.90, have been purchased and delivered 
at the shed at the jail. This wood has been cut into stove 
length by the convicts, and will be sold and supplied to 
county paupers residing in Keene. The above cost has been 
charged to the jail and house of correction, which will 
be credited with the value of the wood as sold and distrib- 
uted to the poor. 

Mr. C. A. Chapin has been continued as jailer and mas- 
ter of the house of correction. His management has been 
characterized by judicious care, firmness and good adminis- 
tration, while the household duties under the care of Mrs. 
Chapin, have been conducted in a most creditable and satis- 
factory manner. 
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The county convention, at its meetings in 1887, made an 
appropriation for constructing a reservoir or artificial pond 
in the place of the unsightly excavation in front of the jail. 
Preliminary examination of the work has been made and in 
due time it will be put in way of completion. 


OUTSIDE POOR. 


The sum of $15,888.28 has been paid for the support and. 
relief of the outside poor, including those who are supported 
at the New Hampshire Insane Asylum and the State Indus- 
trial School. This is an increase of $1,711.18 over last year. 
There is due from various sources $465.00, which should be 
_ deducted from the above amounts, to show the actual cost 
and increase. 

The several towns in the county have been paid $12,289.- 
96 for relief to county paupers. This expense has been in- 
curred mainly where only partial support has been given, 
and in cases where removal to the farm would be impracti- 
cable.

To the Hon. Board of Commissioners of Cheshire County: 

GENTLEMEN,— Since making out my last report there have 
been several changes in the assistants of this institution, but 
affairs have moved along with their usual regularity and 
system. . 

Mr. Wm. N. Turner is now employed as assistant super- 
intendent in place of Geo. H. Butterfield, who had served 
faithfully for the past four years. Mrs. Olive EK. Flanery 
is now serving as assistant matron in place of Lucy A. 
Goodell, who was obliged to leave us (much to our regret) 
on account of poor health. Mrs. Flanery thus far has dis- 
charged her respective duties with fidelity, and it is hoped 
that she will remain with us. 

A good degree of health has prevailed among the in- 
mates, only ten having died, and those from old age or 
from chronic diseases which had arrived at the stage that 
they were very low at the time of being admitted to the in- 
stitution, and it was only a matter of a short time with them, 
even though they had received the benefits of the best hos- 
pital in the land. 

Dr. J. A. Craig has served as physician, and we regard 
him as a most efficient and successful physician. Rev. Jehiel 
Claflin officiated as chaplain the past year, and his services 
were much appreciated, as they always have been. 

The number of inmates cared for at the almshouse during 
the past year has been smaller than any previous year of my 
service as superintendent, which very materially assists us in 
placing the average cost per week of each inmate above that 


of last year. 
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In closing, I wish to thank the Commissioners for the 
kindness shown me, and to express my appreciation for the 
promptness displayed in supplying all necessary articles of 
use in and about the almshouse, always providing the best, 
wisely thinking it to be the cheapest in the end. 

I cordially thank all who have in any way aided me in 
the discharge of my manifold duties; and I hope the tax- 
payers of Cheshire County may approve the management of 
the county farm and almshouse.

No contagious or infectious diseases have made their ap- 
pearance among the inmates. 

Ten deaths have occurred, all but one being persons of 
advanced and middle age. Most of them died from secondary 
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results of disease contracted before entering the institution, 
and in two instances they were suffering from diseases that 
proved fatal a short time after admission. 

During the cold weather the furnaces furnished sufficient 
heat to make the rooms comfortable. Have always found a 
sufficiency of food, comfortable beds and warm covering. 
Those that are sick and unable to come to the table are sup- 
‘plied in their own rooms with food that their condition de- 
mands. Have often noticed at the sick bed many delicacies 
that had been prepared out of courtesy by the superintendent, 
matron and assistant matron. 

In conclusion, I beg leave to thank the officers for the 
courtesy that I have received from them and for their co-opera- 
tion with me in administering professionally to alleviate the 
sufferings of the unfortunate inmates committed to my care.

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SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 


To the Hon. Board of Commissioners for Cheshire County: 


GENTLEMEN,— I herewith submit my report for the year 
ending May 1, 1888. 

One civil suit is pending against the county, that of Rob- 
ert P. Leonard, a claim for the support of a pauper. 

There have been about the usual number of criminal 
prosecutions, but none of especial interest or importance. 
No one has been sent to state prison during the year, and I 
think this county has only one resident now in that institution. 

At the last term of court seven liquor indictments were 
found against three Harrisville parties, one against each for 
being a common seller. ‘The cases were disposed of by 
pleas of nolo contendere to all the indictments, and payment 
by each defendant of one fine and all the costs, sentence on 
the other indictments being suspended during good behavior. 
Informations under the nuisance act were also filed, and pro- 
ceedings were suspended on the same condition. I am cred- 
ibly informed that, for the first time in many years, no liquor 
is kept for sale in Harrisville. 

Like proceedings (except as to the informations) have 
been had in Marlborough, and three known drinking resorts 
in that town, have been, I have every reason to believe, 
effectually closed. The same is true, according to the best 
of my information, of a place in Rindge, formerly kept as a 
drinking resort and house of prostitution. 

There have been a number of other liquor prosecutions 
in various parts of the county, some resulting in an abandon- 
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ment of the business, others only in the payment of fines and 
costs, and greater caution, probably, in selling. 

The number of liquor prosecutions in Keene has been 
small, perhaps not more than six or eight during the year. 
Owing to the agitation for the enforcement of the prohibitory 
law, there has been, however, a great decrease in drunken- 
ness, at least during portions of the year, and probably a 
considerable decrease in the quantity of liquor sold. 

It cannot be improper to refer to a single fact which 
points to a great change in public sentiment. Half a dozen 
years ago, grand juries sometimes refused to indict upon the 
strongest evidence. Of late no such disposition has been 
shown in this county. When the evidence has been strong, 
grand juries have indicted ; when it has been weak, they have 
not indicted — the same as in other cases.
